BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 27.—The Nacion 
says the Argentine-Chilian protocol has 
been definitely approved by Dr. Alcorta, the 
Argentine minister of foreign affairs. 

It is further asserted that the incident 
arising from the changing of a phrase in 
ihe protocol by the Clilian minister of for- | 
portance attdched to it by some of 
newspapers here.

INSIST ON GOOD FENDERS. 


On Jan. 6, the Board of Public Improvements committee will 
have p'laced before it the suggestions of the street railway man- 
agers as io the best style or styles of fenders which will equip the 
cars under the new fender law. 

It is stated that Vice-President du Pont of the Transit Co. Is 
favorably impressed with two fenders, the one used on the Sub- 
urban system, anc the ‘Providence’ fender, used on the old 
Scullin line. 

The committee of the Board of Public Improvements should ex- 
ercise the fullest and freest discretion in the choice of fender de- 
signs, rejecting any and all that do not come up to its ideals as 
life savers. And one of the most necessary cautions to maintain 
is to insist that every device offered shall be complete as its 
makers intend. The so-called ‘‘Providence’’ fender in use in St. 
Louis is not complete, being without the wire drop apron back 
of the protruding fender proper. 

Unless great care is exercised, the new fender law will be in 
danger of becoming as ineffective as was the old one. Now is the 
time to do the work in such a way as to avoid this peril.

MUNICIPAL IDEALISM. 


Huddersfield, England, is in one respect the most remarkable 
and interesting city in the world. There is public ownership of 
everything in the nature of a public utility except the telephone, 
and this is now being installed. 

Huddersfield was the first city to operate its own street car 
lines. They have an average two-cvent fare and there is no 
“kicking’’ reported. The city owns gas works, markets, baths, 
laundries, parks, reduction works, slaughter houses—in fact, the 
notion of public ownership is carried to an extreme. The city 
provides everything for the eitizen which it can be made to pro- 
vide, and does everything for him that it can. 

Whether or not this idea carried to such lengths would ever 
work in the United States is a question, but it works in Hudders- 
field and the people seem to be satisfied. 

The rule is that of “social service’’—each for all, all for each. 
The individual takes the initiative in making a City, state, as per- 
fect as he can, and the state in turn makes life as comfortable 
as it can for all the citizens. 

It is highly idealistic. And for Huddersfield it ‘may do well 
enough. But it is questionable if the American people will ever 
be induced to embrace the eins ” its entirety.

Once a criminal always a crimina) 
Was the rule of life for the man who committed an offense pun- 
ishable by confinement in the state prison. 

Hair-cutting is a barbarous survival of the practice of brand- 
ing. Convicts released at the end of their term dare not look 
fer employment unti! their hair grows again. 

The abolition of these two inhuman regulations adds to the 
chances of reform and usefulness. 

More and more society is realiging that reform, not punishment, 
is the end to be sought, and all hindrances to the moral; mental 
and physical awakening of the offender are hurtful, not only to 
the victim, but to society itself. The state needs the best from 
all of its members.

He 
was one of the sturdiest of civil service reformers and won hon- 
orable distinction for his disregard of the clamor of spoilsmen. 
He made himself the “rising hope’ of those citizens who were 
toiling for a clean, businesslike administration and who sought 
to purify the public service of all taint of selfish interests. 

The appointment of Mr. Payne, whose record is, to put it mild- 
ly, not the best, is an unhappy variance from Mr. Roosevelt's 
habitual course. 

The strong, conservative sentiment in all parties is ignored ¥ 

the great patronage department of the government placed in e 
hands of a eonfessed spoilsman. It is not strange, therefore, 
that adverse criticigm is heard on all sides. Public men and in- 
tluential newspapers of the highest character are not mincing 
words in their censures. They speak plainly and the criticism 
is the more significant because it is from those who have relied 
upon the President to maintain a high standard of political 
honor and administrative efficiency.

“OUR HAD NARROW ESCAPES 


TAYLOR AND KENT JUMPED 
FROM AN AUTOMOBILE 


In Attempting to Escape Shock of Col- 
lision, They Fell Under Engine 
While Their Vehicle Was 
Not Touched. 


. John W. Taylor, chief engineer of the 
Terminal Association, and William Austin 
Kent, whose family is prominent in Louls- 
ville, Ky., were killed late Thursday after- 
noon at a crossing at Second and May 
getreets by a switch engine, to escape the 
shock of a collision with which they had 
jumped from a track automobile in which 
they had been inspecting the Terminal’s 
new belt line. 

Mark Ewing, an attorney for the Termin- 
al, also jumped, but he was not injured 


seriously. 

Barney Frauenthal, chief of the bureau 
of information at Union Station, and his 
brother-in-law, Dr. Benjamin and John 
Schwab of Ironton, Mo., remained in the 
automobile and were not hurt. 

The collision was averted by the presence 
of mind of Frauenthal, who, when he saw 
that the only manner in which to prevent 
the impending disaster was to drive the 
car across the intersection of the tracks 
before the engine a, ypeog: that point, 
turned on the full pow 

The automobile aurea ‘the crossing by a 
marrow margin in front of the engine. 

The second before the crossing Was 
reached, Taylor, Kent and Ewing, believ- 
ing that the ———— would scrike the 
one. jumped 

Taylor ane Kent pitched forward, fall- 
ing beneath the tender of the engine ‘which 
was running backwards. Ewing fell back- 
ward, which saved his life. 


BODIES DRAGGED 70 FEET. 


"The bodies of the men were dragged 70 
feet by the engine before it couid be 
stopped. The automobile was stopped 
about the same distance from the cross- 
ing. Kent’s body was taken from beneatn 
the tender ane Taylor’s from beneath the

Teanenthul called a wagon from the 
North End Dispensary, but, as Kent was 
also dead before it reached the scene, the 
driver refused to haul the bodies from the 
gcene, saying that the rules of the health 
department required that a dead wagon be 
called from the morgue. Frauenthal] then 
summoned a private ambulance in which, 
special permission of Chief of Police 
Hiely procured by telephone, the bodies 
were sent to an undertaker’s place of busi- 


ness. 

The party, which was made up inform- 
ally, left Union Station at noon. Mr. Tay- 
lor had arranged to inspect the work of the 
builders: of the belt line in the afternoon, ' 
and his companions were invited guests. 
They were on their return trip to Union 
Gtation, and were running about 10 miles 
an hour just before Second and May streets 
were reaohed. 

Frauenthal had operated the car often 
before upon similar trips with Mr. Taylor. 
Jie knéw the Wabash schedule thoroughly, 
end expected to have a clear track to the 
station. 

West of the Wabash crossing at Second 
and May street, the Terminal tracks curve 
between two large factories, which hides 
the crossing from view until] one ap- 
proaches within 75 feet of it. When this 
curve is sensed and the view point reached 
the members of the party taw a switch 
engine backing upon the crossing at the 
rate of 10 miles an hour. It was about 100 
feet from the intersection. 

Realizing that it would be impossible to 
stop the automobile in time to avert a col- 
vision and that checking it would only in- 
Sure the disaster, Frauenthal began the 
race for life. 

The occupants of the automobile were 
frozen with fear and sat with suspended 
breathing as the car lurched forward under 
ne mye apap of power.

READY FOR THE SOCIAL STRAIN 


Ehe Does Not Want the Governor to Be 
Hard Up, But Thinks They Can 
Afford $5000 a Year Over 
His Salary. 


Special to the biseptientel. 

DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 27.—The appoint- 
men of Gov. Leslie M. Shaw as secretary 
of the treasury has occasioned scarcely 
more interest tn Des Moines than the at- 
tendant elevation of Mrs. Shaw to the so- 
cial prominence of the wife of a cabinet of- 


ficer. 

Five years ago Gov. Shaw was not 
known outside the little town of Denison, 
in which he was chiefly noted for activity 
in the Methodist Church. Up to that time 
Mrs. Shaw's social life was only that of 
a popular woman of comfortable means in 
a town of 2000 population. Prior to her 
marriage she was Miss Alice Crewshaw. 
Her stepfather was a farmer near Clinton. 
At the time of the marriage Mr. Shaw 
was poor, 

Upon her removal to Des Moines as the 
wife of the governor Mrs. Shaw won popu- 
larity because of her guilelessness and af- 
fability. She now looks forward to her 


prospective social activity at Washington 
with the utmost pleasure, though she has 
little conception of just what will be ex- 
pected of her and is more or less bewil- 
dered at the outlook. 


Mrs. Shaw Is 


Not Seared. 
“I’ve always done my best wherever I’ve 
been,”’ she sald today, “and i'm not at all 


frightened. I know \they say Mr. Gage 
spent $100,000 more than his salary, owing 
to the demands of society, but that seems 
io me neediess and a trifle foolish. Mr. 
Shaw told me Senator Allison asured him 
we would be able to go out in society all 
that is necessary on $5000 a year more than 
his salary, and I guess maybe we can 
stand that for a few years. I don’t want 
to make Mr. Shaw hard up, and J shall 
not, but you know I’ve always borne m 
share of society work and I a I shall 
in Washington. ° yg say near! 
wrecked Mrs. Gage’s health, but I — 
not be alarmed on that account, as I'm 
wel and strong.

see Senator Allison he didn’t make any 
promises until he could see me, When he 
got back again he said to me he didn't 
want to go anywhere his wife and children 
couldn’t go with honor and comfort and 
he’ left the decision to me. Yes, I practi- 
cally had the deciding voice. I didn't 
much like the idea of changing our plans 
after having. made all arrangements to re- 
‘turn to Denison next month and spendin 
($2500 in making ne our house, but I real- 
lized it was too at an honor to decline 
‘and so I decided SS should accept.

WON RENOWN AT SAMOA 


There He Defied a Powerful German 
Warship and Prevented a Slaugh- 
ter of the NAtives. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The navy de- 
partment this morning received the follow- 
ing telegram from Admiral Mortimer L. 
Johnson, commanding the Boston navy 
yard, dated today: 

“Capt. Richard P. Leary, United States 
Navy, died this morning, at Marine Hos- 


pital, Chelsea.” 

Capt. Leary was the first governor of 
Guam after that island came into posses- 
sion of the United States. He was a na- 
tive of Maryland, and served in the United 
Btates Navy in the civil war. 

Capt. Leary was well known In the navy. 
His «St lamoOus exp.iolt occurred at Samoa 
while he was in command of the warship 
Adams in 1558. 

Maiietoa Laupepa, who had been recog- 

as king of all Samoa by an agree- 
ment between Germany, Great Britain and 
the United Staies, in 1881, was deported 

from Samoe by a German warship in 1857. 
on a flimsy pretext of having insulted the 
German government. Tamasese, a rebel, 
was set up in his stead. A civil war then 
broke out between Tamasese and Mataafa, 
the chief of the loyalist party and a rela- 
tive of the exiled king. 

When this war was raging, tn 1888, there 
were but two foreign warships in Samoan 
waters—the Adler, a German vessel, and 
the Adams, a small and obsolete man-of- 
war, commanded by Capt. Leary, then bear- 
ng ithe rank of commander. The Adler was 

‘far the more powerful ship, but the 
gth of the United States navy has 
mever been in the superiority of her sh'ps, 
only in the superiority of the officers and of 
the men behind the guns. 


Declined to 
Salute Slaver. 

The two captains had several inter- 
changes of courtesy. On one occasion the 
Adier steamed past the American ale. and 
at her foremast was a native chief, bound 
with stout cord to the mast. The German 
saluted as she passed, but no answer came 
back from the American ship. Soon the 
German came to a standstill and a boat 
was dispatched to ascertain why the Amer- 
ican had not answered the salute. Upon 
this, Capt. Leary sent back to the Tcuton 
this characteristic reply: ‘The United 
States does not salute vessels engaged in 
the slave carrying trade" 

On the evening of Nov. 14, 1888, a mes- 

Capt. Lea from Mataafa 
with the information that the German war- 
ship was, in the dawn of the followin 
day, going to bombard a stronghold which 
Mataafa had established on land under 
American protection. 

That night Capt. Leary quletly got steam 
up without attracting the German's atten- 

n, and had his anchor chains muffled. 
All hands were called to quarters before 
dawn. “At daybreak the Adler’s anchors 
came up, and she made for the threat- 
ened fort. Silently the anchors of the 
Adams came up also, and to the gmaze- 
ment of the German the Yankee craft put 

r him with a full head of steam, and 
darted in between him and the shore. 


Cleared His 
Ship for Action. 

Capt. Leary cleared his ship for action 
and the German followed suit. A _ shot 
from either ship would now have precipi- 
tated war between the two nations. 

When opposite the threatened fort the 
German dropped anchors, and the Yankee 
@i4 likewise, taking care to get between 
the Adler and the shore.

“I certainly “intended 
that-it should do so. I was nearly frozen, 
and would have done .aimost anything 
rather than to have let that car get past 
me.”* 
“I ghall have to fine you,” said Judge 
Sidener, ‘“‘out I will stay the fine, and you 
will not have to pay it unless you are; 
brought in here again fot a similar of- 
fense.”’ 

Beck was arrested on a summons secured 
by the transit company, on information 
furnished by the conductor and motorman,

CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 27.—United States 
Senator William J. Sewell died at his home 
here at 9:30 a. m. today. He suffered from 
diabetes complicated with stomach and 
heart trouble. . Senator Sewell's illness had 
extended over a period of two years, but 
his condition was not considered ‘ serious 


until about a P bo nES. His constant at-' 
tention to the duties devolving upon him in 
his official capacity resulted in 1899 in a’ 
collapse. A trip to Europe was beneficial 
and he soon recovered sufficiently to re-: 
sume his duties. Toward the end of the 
last session of Congress he developed a com- 
plication of diseases. and, ac.iing on tne 
advice of his physicians, again visited va- 
rious health resorts in Europe. Upon his 
return his condition, showing no im rove- 
ment, Senator Sewell went to Ashevilie, N. 
C., where he remained two months. He re- 
turned to his home abdut four weeks ago 
and for a few days a slight improvement in 
his condition was noted. Within the past 
two weeks a succession of oe speils 
greatly weakened him and compelied his 
hysicians to abandon the hope of prolong- 
ng his life. 

‘hen death came the senator’s family 
gathered at his bedside. He had been un- 
conscious for some time before the end. 

Mr. Sewell was born in Ireland in 18%. 
He served in the Union army during the 
civil war, attaining the rank of major-gen- 
He was elected to the United States 
Senate in 15881
